Town  Committee. 

The  Township  Committee  held  a  special 
meeting  Wednesday.  After  transacting 
the  usual  nuittne  business  the  chairman 
handed  in  the  fbllowing  notalnatlong; 
which  were  confirmed  by  the  committee  : 
Fire  Chief,  Andrew  J.  Marsh  ;  first  assist¬ 
ant,  T.  Howell  Johnson  ;  second  assistant, 
Thomas  Flannery ;  Township  Counsel, 
Harry'E^Richarda ;  Township  Physician, 
Dr.  Wm.  H.  Van  Qieson.  Frank  Foster, 
clerk  of  Active  Hose  Company  No.  2,  sent 
in  a  communication  stating  that  the  alarm 
bell  at  WatseSsing  was  cracked,  and  that 
the  guarantee  had  not  yet  expired .  It  was 
referred  to  the  Fire  Committee  with  pow¬ 
er.  The  same  company  also  asked  for  a 
hydrant  on  Willow  street,  and  the  applica¬ 
tion  was  referred  to  the  Water  Committee 
to  confer  with  the  Water  Company.  Mr. 
Bancroft,  Secretary  of  the  Village  Im¬ 
provement  Association,  complained  of  the 
condition  of  the  BoJleville  avenue  bridge 
<*f  the  New  York  and  Greenwood  Lake 
Railroad.  The  bridge  is  very  low  and  two 
supports  rest  In  th*  street  and  are  a  great 
obstruction  to  travel. 


James  M.  Barrett. 

Mr.  James  M.  Barrett,  who  died  at  hfs 
residence  In  Bloomfield,  on  Monday,  the 
2 1st  Inst,  was  born  at  Cornwall.  Orange 
county.  New  York,  June  3d,  1820.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  education  in  the  common 
schools  of  his  native  place,  and  at  the  age 
of  fifteen  began  his  business  career  by  ac 
••opting  a  clerkship  with  the  firm  of  Marsh 
A  Jones,  Who  bad  a  dry-goods  store 
John  street.  New  York  City. 

The  senior  member  of  the  firm,  the  late 
James  Marsh,  was  an  uncle  of  Mr.  Barrett, 
and  he  took  his  nephew  into  his  family  in 
New  York,  and  aided  the  young  man  ma¬ 
terially  in  the  developement  of  his  char¬ 
acter  and  business  habits. 

About  1H40  Mr.  Barrett  was  compelled 
to  return  to  Cornwall  by  reason  of  the  ill- 
health  of  his  father  who  conducted  a  coun- 
Iry  store  in  that  place,  and  thus  was 
obliged  to  abandon  what  seemed  to  prom¬ 
ise  a  successful  mercantile  career  In 
large  city,  for  a  very  quiet  and  laborious 
life  in  a  country!  village. 

1841  he  succeeded  to  his  father' 
business,  which  under  his  energetic  man¬ 
agement  assumed  large  proportions  and 
required  unremitting  attention. 

He  purchased  an  interest  in  the  Pro¬ 
peller,  Orange  County,  making  semi-week 
ly  trips  from  Cornwall  to  New  York  City, 
and  added  freighting  to'  his  mercantile 
business.  " 

Mr.  Barrett  was  descended  from  Quaker 
stock  on  l*oth  sides  and  it  was  natural 
that  in  the  antl-alavefy  agitation  of  those 
days  be  should  have  been  a  pronounced 
abolitionist.  He  voted  for  Fremont  in 
1858,  and  has  viited  for  every  Republican 
candidate  since  (that  time.  He  believed 
that  the  war  ywas  inevitable  and  never 
doubted  that  tire  cause  of  the  Union  was 
righteous  and  must  prevail.  His  health 
would  not  admit  of  his  joining  the  army, 
but  he  induced  and  enabled  not  a  few  of 
his  neighbors  to  volunteer  by  giving  th#m 
Ills  personal  assurance  that  their  families 
should  not  want  for  anything  his  store 
could  supply,  while  they  were  fighting  to 
preserve  for  him  and  for  themselves  the 
country  which  they  loved  so  well  This 
promise  was  faithfully  carried  out  and  no 

soldier's  family  was  ever  refused  credit  at 
his  store. 

He  organized  a  branch  of  the  Union 
League  in  Cornwall  and  built  a  Lodge 
Room  for  them  on  his  own  premises,  and 
always  contributed  his  services  and  his 
money  in  aid  of  every  movement  which 
had  for  its  object  trio  euprrsaion  of  the 
Rebellion.  , 

In  1862  Mr.  Barrett  was  appointed  by 
Governor  Morgan  of  New  York,  one  of  a 
committee  of  five  gentleman  to  raise  a 
regiment  of  volunteers  from  Orange  coun- 
They  prosecuted  their  work  with 
energy,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  late 
Col.  Silllman,  who  had  already  served  for 
several  months  as  Lieutenant  in  a  cavalry 
regimeDt,  the  Cornwall  Company  was  one 
of  the  first  to  be  enrolled,  and  became 
known  as  Company  C  of  the  12ith  Regt. 

Y.  Vols. 

With  this  Regiment  a  very  large  num¬ 
ber  of  h  Is  pefeonal  friends  went  to  th  e  front 
While  the  regiment  was  being  enlisted 
several  rebel  sympatisers  undertook  to 
obstruct  the  work  of  securing  volunteers 
and  so  impeded  the  work,  that  complaint 
was  made  against  them  and  an  order  was 
procured  for  their  arreet.  Mr.  Barrett 
and  Mr.  Silliman  accompanied  the  United 
States  Marshal,  and  personally  assisted  in 
the  arrest  of  several  of  the  most  violent 
Copperheads  in  the  village,  and  they  were 
imprisoned  for  several  months  in  Fort 
Lafayette  in  New  York  harbor. 

Near  the  close  of  the  war.  In  conse¬ 
quence  of  this  action,  Mr.  Barrett  was  in¬ 
dicted  upon  a  charge  of  false  imprison¬ 
ment  and  assault,  and  the  trial,  which 
took  place  in  Newburgh,  occasioned  much 
excitement  throughout  the  county. 

Mr.  Barrett  was  defended  by  Judge  E. 

Fancher  of  New  York  City,  and  by 
illiam  and  Stephen  Fullerton,  then  of 
Newburgh. 

Though  a  Grand  Jury  had  been  willing 
Indict  no  trial  Jury  was  willing  to  con¬ 
vict,  and  a  verdict  of  not  guilty  filled  the 
Court  Room  with  applause. 

In  1865  Mr.  Barrett  entered  into  busi¬ 
ness  In  New  Y'ork  City  and  removed  with 
his  family  to  Bloomfield.  Here  he  has 
since  lived  and  here  he  died.  He  was  not 
stranger  to  the  older  residents  of  Bloom¬ 
field,  for  he  was  married  In  1849  to  Miss 
Sarah  Randolph,  a  daughter  of  the  late 
Hugh  F.  Randolph,  of  Bloomfield,  and  a 
large  circle  of  friends  and  kinsmen  have 
made  his  life  In  Bloomfield  a  great  pleas¬ 
ure  to  him. 

He  served  for  several  years  on  the  board 
trustees  of  the  old  church,  and  be  has 
served  them  in  the  office  of  elder  for  about 
fifteen  years. 

He  was  re-elected  an  elder  for  a  further 
teim  of  three  years,  last  month,  and  offi¬ 
ciated  at  the  communion  service  two  weeks 
ago. 

Mr.  Barrett  was  a  member  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  which  called  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bali&n- 
tine  to  the  pastorate  of  the  First  church, 
and  his  confidence  in  the  wisdom  of  that 
action  and  the  affection  with  which  he  has' 
ever  regarded  his  pastor  have  been  to  him 
a  great  source  of  satisfaction. 

In  disposition  Mr.  Barrett  was  kind  and 
gentle,  with  a  modesty  which  almost 
amounted  to  diffidence,  yet  this  did  not 
prevent  him  from  holding  and  expressing 
strong  convictions  and  a  firm  judgment 
whenever  his  opinion  was  sought  or  need¬ 
ed.  He  was  uniformly  courteous  and  un¬ 
obtrusive  and  had  a  great  regard  for  the 
feelings  of  others. 

He  has  been  in  feeble  health  for  several 
years,  and  for  some  months  It  has  been 
apparent  that  his  strength  was  failing. 

His  final  illness,  which  began  on  the  11th 
Last,  was  very  painful  and  severe,  yet  no

•  •omplamt  escaped  his  lips.  The  fatal 
termination  which  came  .so  bo  suddenly 
on  MoodSy.  was  anticipated  by  him.  His 
mortal  life  had  euded.  but  the  better  life 
in  which  he  confidently  trusted,  had 
last  begun
